N purſuance of a Reſo!z:op of his Lordſbip the preſent Lord Mayo 
I and Court of Yldermen at their laſt $#r;»g (our Worthy Preſident 

Sir John Yooze preſent) in approval of a Propoſition of mine on 
that behalt : I incloſe You Copys of two Papers of mine lately wrotegand 
for their readier Tſe prepar'd as theſe are, and direted to the ſeveral 
Members of that Court ; relating to what has paſs'd betweea the late 
Lord Mayo, the ſaid Court, and My ſelf, upon the preſent State of 
this Yoſpital. 

And this I do ; as well for your Information in all my Proceedings in 
this Matter, and ſatisfaction in the Regard ſhewn therein to the 
Honour, no [cſs than Service of this Houſe (notwithſtanding what has 
been ſo injurioufly averr*d 1n it to the contrary) as for inlight'ning at 
once your whole Body, in the Truth, and Moment of the Particulars 
in preſent Debate concerning it. 

In order whereto, and for that the Court of Aldermen have not yet 
thought fit to allow of my repeated Sir to Them, for their disbarthezx- 
inz me of the Charge I ſtill he under from them, as your Fellow-Ser- 
vant. I do (as /xch ) tender it as my earneſt and humble Advice to you, 
that theſe Papers may not, like others of mine of equal Import, be ta- 
ken-up, and the knowledge of them ſuppreſs'd, to the ( 1 fear ) irrepa- 
rable Wroag of this Youlſe : Bur, it it may ſtand with your good liking, 
communicated to a General Court /pecia//y ca!d on that behalf, For 
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as much as, that being done, I ſhall not doubt a much happier Iſſue of 
your Deliber ations thereon;than aan attend aoy longer wart of it : Beſides 
the preventing what 7 ſhould otherwiſe be moſt unwillingly driven to 
of ſupplying the inctteftuallneſs of theſe Papers thus addreſs'd to Ty 
in a Body, by a ſeveral Ore to be tranſmitted to every Yember of it. 
Which 7 cannot but think my Dazy to ſee done; while ſtanding all of 
us _ — in the wo—_ , and accountable for. the due in:- 
roving thereof, to the Berefit of the JDOog, and /atisfattion of 
4 ſtand intruſted-by for Them. of ag Tote 
Which praying your taking in good par? from me, as the laſt Dceaſion, 
I hope, ever tohave of asking it on theſe Terms ; I do with moſt fin- 
cere Reſpect remain,

Gentlemen, 


Truly meant what I ſaid, when in Apology for the trouble of mize of the 
I 2 1th, inſtant, I beſpoke your Paraoz ; as for the Loſt I then thought 

my {elf ever likely to have occaſion of asking it from you on that 
Sabject. But your Commands of the ſame Date, ſince brought me by 
one of your own Number, notifying your Concarrence with me, in aflign- 
ing this day tor holding a ſpecial Core upon the' Papers I then preſent- 
ed you with; require my appearing to you once more, not with an 
proval only, but with my moſt ſerious Thaxks for what you have there- 
in done ; 1n confidence of its having the good Effet#s T then beſpoke 'to 
this «happy Doule from it. 

But having faid this ; there are two Particulars you at the ſame 
time demand of me, which for the ſake of ſuch Gentlemen ( and thoſe 
only ) as the Extraordinaryneſs of the Summons may poſſibly draw hi- 
ther, beyond what the common Buſineſſes of the Houſe either are , or 
can realonably expect to be attended by ; you have made it »e- 
ceſſary for me, in right both to them and my /elf, to give you a more 
particular Return to, viz. your beſpeaking my Perſona! Attendance at 
Your preſent Meeting, and the bringing with me the Particulars of my 
Charge againſt this Yoſpital. 

As tothe Former whereof ; it might poſſibly be deemed too much for me, 
here to anticipate the SatisfaZFton | have largely provided ior theſe very 
Gentlemen on this Head, out of Your own Books, in that Report ot mine, 
which has lain trom more than eight Months fince, in the Hands of Your 
late Lord Mayor, and is now remaining with his honourable Succeſſor in 
the Court of Aldermen, From a —_— ot whom, having lately had 

the 


the Hononr of a double Yi{ity upon the Subje2 thereof ; I aſſure my ſelf 
of your ſoon recerving trom that Courr, full Satisfaction in the Trath of 
what T here aſlerr. 

In the mean time nevertheleſs, I ſhall crave leave to obſerve to theſe 
Gentlemen, that the Evils being all now aQually falling on Us, which 
I ſo long ago foretold, and molt painfully labour d to prevent ; None, 1 
preſume, will wonder, it I torbear «zneceſſarily to bring my ſelf within 
the Reach of a Ruin, [ then in Writiug adviſed you oft the Reaſons 
of my .Witharawing trom ; but will (may I pre-juage of any thing ) 
{ee occaſion , ſooner to lament their onn. than Conſure My Proceeding 
herein. Eſpecially, when in the Publick Inquiſitions Which this Mat- 
zer mult inevitably draw on Us, they ihall find thew/clues, from the 
very Regiffter of their Artendances, made accountable tor the Obliquities 
ot our Courts and Committees, cven in thoſe very TranſaFtions, where- 
in themſelves poſſibly were wholly pafive, if not open Oppoſers : And 
this alſo molt ro be apprehended, from the very ez they were ſo over- 
born by, therein. For ſuch was my Obſervatioz in my own Caſe, in more 
than a few I»ſtazces (till to be recurr'd to) before, for Se/f-ſecurity, 1 
was forced to lct tall the Perſonal Dut Y I had tor ſeven ears had the ho- 
nour of paying to this Hov/-; and not (I thank God) without ſome 
Marks (till extant of the Fra:ts of it. 

But for the Orher,, relating to the Particulars you ask-for, of my 
Charge againſt this Hoſpital. I do not know, that in any thing 
have hitherto ſaid or done 1n this Cauſe, Ihave ſo demeaned my felt; as 
to deſerve being zreated as your Accuſer. Foraimucl, as had that been 
in my Eye, I ſhould not have choſez either this $:i/e or tlus Place for 
the exceuting it 10. 

But if there be any of our Number, whole Managements of their Truſfl s 
have been /ach, as will not endure a plain and impartial State of our 
Condition to be laid either before the Houſe it {clf, or :ho/e ro whom 
it ſtands immediately accountable for it ( and that is all I have hitherto 
pretended to) without giving it the envious Brazd of a Charge agaia!t 
them, I muſt not then 4//ow- my being indeed their gcculer : But in 
lieu of the former Difficalty, declare my ſelf yet ſo much the more ſ«r- 
priſed, how they ſhould come zow to own the want of a Charge irom 
me, whoſe every Paper, from the day of my Witharawing trom then 
to this, has been little other. A Truth that will but too foon become 
neceſſary to be ſhewz them. 

But foraſmuch as I have reaſon to believe this Demand to be owing 
only to the Zreaſineſſes it has been my Misfortune to occalion ſoxrewhere, 
by my late Enquiries into thefe Managements, and from my Ezdeavonrs 
to appriſe this Court of the true Efe#s therent, upon the »ſera0le Jn- 
fants we ſtand here accountable to 4/zghty BOD tor. 7 ihall rake leave 
co pur them in 7d, of what was ( at their own 727.272 ) laid betore 
them from me on this Subjec?, now near twelve 175.m95 tince. Where 
of, leaſt it may have been the Fate of That allo, to mils your Jew, as 
it has been Azother's of a later Date : 1 am preparcd tor {up2!ying you 


with ſuch a Copy of it, as theſe Gen!/emen will leaft queitiun the Truth 


of. when they find it rranliribed all with the Treas own Hand, 
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and atteſted by the Clerks of moſt preſent Creair with them , Mr. Reeve, 
Mr. Plamb, and Mr. Teo. And if this Paper, with what it contains of 
the preſent Ste of this Houſe, mult be taken for a Charge againſt them ; 
I am not ſurpriſed at their Dz/quzes under 1t : As knowing how much 
F ſhou'd- xy ſe!f be grieved, to have that aſſerted to me of any Ope other 
Foundation of Charity in England, which is there ſaid by ze of this ; with- 
out having to this Hoxr received from them one Word of Exception to 
it, tho invited thereto, with an offer on my part, of expofingito them, 
from their own Books and Regiſters, che Grounds of every Article 1n it. 

And if this be the Caſe in this 1»/tazce ; how much lefs will there ap- 
pear of Reaſoz for their calling on me tor the Particulars of a Charge, 
when I ſhall'yet refer them to my foremention'd Repozt ( whereof this 
is but the Contents of one Part onely ) which was by me lodg'd with 
vir Hamphry Ed:»in your late Lord Mayor, and directed to you ſo many 
Months ſince z with his then Undertaking for its ſpeedy Delrvery and 
publick Fzqairy into ; and yet but now newly acovered, and taken in- 
to the Cuftod; of his honourable Succeſſor and the Court of Aldermen ; for 
the Gooa, 1 hope, ( as late as it js) ot thoſe for whoſe ſake I provided 
it ? | 
In order to which, having thus ſaid what, think needful and m 
Duty to do, in Returs to this your Oraer ; I ſhall (as Oxe not yet free 
from my 0/i7ation to this Place ) take the liberty of giving it you asmy 
moſt humble Advice, That this Court would / in the moſt atisfaQory 
manner it may ) apply it ſelf to the Court of Aldermen for the Origina/ 
or Duplicate of thac Repozt. As7h2: without which ( in the Hands you 
2t pretent are) I ſee not how poſſibly you will ever arrive at a true 
K;r0:vledze of the wretchedaeſs of ou Condition, even in the ſingle Point 
of your Revenue ; which is the fole Subject of it. Beſides what T have 
elfewhere noted, relating to the Nozal Part : To which ( at leaſt in 
the Reproachfulneſs of ir, ) you will, I fear, find that to bear no other 
Proportion, than the Deficiency of Light at a Gloomy Noon, do's to that of 
the darke/t Midnight. 

Nor can 7 permit-my ſelf to let paſs unobſerved to you on this occa- 
ſion, what / have weely underſtood, touching the Difference now newly 
raiſed between the Conrt of Aldermen and this Baſs upon the Gexeral 
Point of Dubozdinacy, and particularly in that of geeompting. 

Concerning the former of which ; let me beg you, as One whoſe 
Searches, in this your Sc>2ice, have made him more than ordinarily con- 
verſant in the H:#ory of your Hoſpital ; not to be miſled tro an Opinion 
contradictory to the Tenor of your own Books, and the PraZtice of your 
Preaeceſſors, through all rhe Marks of Subiection incident to ſuch a Re- 
lation. And this Fom the very firſt day of our Inſtitation ; confirm'd 
by our having at this hour no other Tz#/e to the Truſt we our ſelves are 
now exerciſing in this Place, than our Eletion and Appointment thereto 
from that Court. 

And for the /atter, touchiug our Accompting tothem ; I beſeech You 
to conſider, Tho it 1s, we would bethought to own Our ſelves accour- 
fable to, if not to thoſe we are entruſted by ? Or, Would we give the 
World ground to think ; that while we ſtand anſmerable for our being a- 
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ble to convinceall Gainſaze's in the Matters of our Faith; and anſwer 
every Demezdtouching the Reaſon of our Yope ; we would be exempt 
irom "an Accountableneſs to any body, for our Managements of Charity, 
that's Greater than Ezther of them ? 

True itis; Thar for the Dficulty made by Your Treaſurer and his 
Accountant un their Compliance with the late Oraers of that Court, for 
their S7g2:i27 and remitting thither under their Hands, the Yrcounts for- 
merly Ge chem &-ſigzed $ There may be more Reaſox for it, than cither 
Toar ſelves are permitted to know, or that Coust can yet conceive ; as be- 
ing (1 efirmto You) in no wile to be juſtified, when Signed. Bur as 
their Demand herein ſeems no otherwile reſtrained to theſe Accounts, than 
as they came tothem Uyratteſted, nor Our ſelves to be thought, at this 
time of day, unprovided for rendring them full Satisfattion 1n this Par- 
ticular, after little leſs than two Tears Votice given your Auditors, by the 

wfrs Reſiznation of his Office, of a Thozough-State nece([ari- 
ly to be adjuſted of his Accounts, in order to Your Ele(t:oz of a DUuc- 
ceſſog : Towards which nevertheleſs, I hear not of One Stroke yet ſtruck 
in November 1698, tor {0 much as the Accompt of the Tear 1697. So mult 
that Gentlemaz be very little acquainted with the Practice of this #ouſe; 
who-kaows nothow much it has 1n all Azes, not only been ſubjeR to the 
Demands of the Lord May92t and Court of Ildermen in this Parzzcular; but 
Iave Therpſeſves made ule of it in their Diſtreſſes, as their ſureſtand jadecd 
only 'Re/ort for their Supplys ; I mean by their - 9 to that Court, 
with their Accounts ſhewing the Reaſoxs of thoſe Diſtreſſes. Beſides that 
it is not only They, from whom alone [ as before ) we derive theſe our 
Truſts ; but They alſo, who ſtand accountable to the Body Coxpozate of 
the City, as That alſo doth by ſolemn Covenarts to the King, for our 
well-d:ſcharging the ſame. 

Be pleaſed then to think of puttinga ſpeedy Exd tothis Diſpute, that 
mult qtherwiſe prove di/trudrve of the very Foundation we are concern- 
ed for... * 

Nox let ywhat is here ofe/*d You, loſe any of its Foree, tor the fake of 
him'rhat offer; it. As being £One, too well acquainted with other Sub- 
jetts,; mare worthy his ſacrificing ſo much of the little Reſidue of his Time 
and private Study to, than this before us: Were 1t not, that he would be 
glad, to convert ſome part of the Leaſure God Ylmighty [12s been pleat- 
ed to bleſs the Evening of his Life with, to a Good (o publickly meritori- 
ous; as hetakes This to be: andis therefore grieved to find Marks of Hard- 
ſhip placed by you upon thoſe of your Servants, who can but be ſaſpefted 
of having given any Afiſtance towards it ; and that moſt of all on him, 
from whom of the whole number of your Clerks I have received the /eaf 
(as.you may ſhortly have occaſion to ſee }) though from Noxe of them 
more,than by their Duty and ſpecial Order of Court they were obliged to ; 
nor.yet Wl that when put together, near ſo much 1n the moment of it, 
as from the Treaſurer himſelf and his Accountant, now Iying by me 
under their Hands. 

Put when the Maragerrnt of JPublick Charities [hail become a Buſi- 
(of Myſtery ; it will be time for Good nten to think of being their own 
nexs. And I pray God, it prove not our M502: 43e, to ſet the

And What it is that may be look't-for from it,even now it is therewith 
a Committee of few leſs than forty, and of them the Majority ſuch, 
as will find little Work for themin it, but Self- Arraignment ; I ſubmit to 
your Loraſbip and this Coarr.

Eſpecially, when you ſhall be pleasd to reflet upon the preſent 
Circumſtances of that Houſe's Government , Viz.

preading , and daily deepening to9, throug!t every part of it. Witnels 
its Appearance ( where lealt to have been lookt-tor ) in the very /aft 
act of our Treaſurer's ſi2ning this Account ; as giving you therein, his 
own Hand in Evidence againlt the 774th oft what you had had before 
from him UVa{gx'd, and in which, as 1n all other its former Editions, to 
729 ſelf, to the Hoſpital, and from thence to the Lords of the Treaſury, 
there had been fuppreſs'd in the lingle Article of Bea Wages, a Sum 
no lels than 1400 /, beſides others of greater Moment yet behind. 
And this too, notwithſtanding repeated Cautions to them concerning it ; 
and particularly in my /aft, whereot this brings you a Copy. And 
fince which (as freſh at it 15) they have nevertheleſs adventur'd to 
as, and actually received more than 7004, upon that very Head on 
which the Treaſurer has ſo lately own'd his having twice that Sum 
of the Kzng's in his Hand, yet to be accountea-for.
